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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The operating system being contended by 
Applicant is known to be existed in the CPU of Nishimoto, as noted "operating system" is defined as software responsible for controlling 
operation and usage of hardware resources such as CPU time, peripheral devices" (Microsoft Press Computer Dictionary), herein, the 
prior art of Nishimoto discloses that when CPU or processor (which is implemented as single LSI chip, col. 4, lines 34-35) issues a load 
instruction that causes cache hit occurs (column 5, lines 28 et seq., lines 52 et seq.), the requested data including read data 114 and read 
tag 1 15 are output to the CPU (e.g. col.
